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Teachers picket School Comm, over contract

Since September 1st, Agawam teachers have been 
working without a contract, but have continued to pro¬ 
vide many volunteer services to their students as well 
as to the School Department, according to Agawam 
Education Association (AEA) officials. 

On Tuesday night, many teachers and supporters 
picketed outside the Agawam Middle School in hopes 
of bringing attention to this issue prior to the start of 
the School Committee's regular meeting. 

Andrew Bower, AEA president, said the union has 
been doing a lot of phone calls to encourage a rea¬ 
sonable contract. Bower explained the teachers are 
considering to "Work to Rule," which means doing 
exactly what the contract requires and not performing 
any volunteer work. 

“Work to Rule" is a code in which the teachers fol¬ 
low their contract “to the letter." Years ago in the 
1980s, there were contract troubles with the School 
Committee, remarked Bower. 

Bower said he hoped the picketing which took 
place outside the Middle School would have a positive 
effect and send a unified message to the School 
Committee. 

The AEA also submitted a full-page advertisement 
in this week’s edition of The Agawam Advertiser 
News, stating, “Good Contracts Keep Good 
Teachers.” 

The advertisement lists some of the volunteer serv¬ 
ices the teachers are currently providing for students 
and the school system, despite the fact they are work-

ing without a contract. 

Some of those services include writing student col¬ 
lege and employment recommendations; providing 
MCAS assistance; providing library professional 
development; taking courses and seminars beyond 
professional development requirements; staying late 


for the buses; organizing fundraisers; and collaborat¬ 
ing weekends on special projects for the administra¬ 
tion. 

Judith Lech, AEA executive director, said," We 
have been in negotiations since last spring and we are 
devoted to this concern. We are concerned and want 
to call attention to the need for a contract.” 

Mrs. Lech added, “We are also concerned for 
retaining the teachers we still have. We have lost 
some good people to other school systems, and it’s a 
shame." 

Some teachers at the School Committee meeting 
said they would rather not comment on the delicate 
nature of teacher contracts. 

However, several teachers said they were picketing 
because the Agawam School System is losing teach¬ 
ers and the teaching standards have been drastically 
upgraded in the last six years. 

Until approximately six years ago, all the Agawam 
teachers were certified for life until this certification 
was revoked. 

Now, teachers must get re-certified every five years 
by taking graduate courses that require not only extra 
effort, but also money, according to them. 

Another Middle School teacher said the Middle 
School is overcrowded and three teachers do not 
have classrooms; they are teaching from room to 
room using carts.

During the time Bower was speaking on behalf of 
the AEA at the School Committee meeting, he said 
they are all concerned that the negotiations are taking 
too long. 

Bower said that Agawam is not in a position to com¬ 
pete with other neighboring towns (to keep it teaching 
staff). 

“We must take action now!” Bower concluded. 

According to studies done by the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT), the Town of Agawam 
averages $44,012 to approximately 350 teachers, and 
the state average for the year 1999-2000 was 
$46,955. 

Studies done by the AFT also show that the top pay 
for teachers in Agawam is $51,784, while the state 
pays $57,983. The starting pay for teachers in 
Agawam is $28,517, while the state averages $29,383 
yearly. 

When asked what will happen next, Sue Brown, 
AEA Action Committee director, commented, 
“Depending on the progress (of the teacher contract 
negotiations), at some point there may be stronger 
actions, like taking away volunteer activities. 

“This gathering is a show of solidarity. It’s not just a 
handful of people, and everyone is together as a 
whole," Ms. Brown said. 

Ms. Brown, a music teacher at the Junior High 
School, said there seemed to have been “just over 
200 teachers” attending the School Committee meet¬ 
ing. 

Agawam High School science teacher Edward 
McCaffrey agreed he was at the meeting as part of 
solidarity and to support the teacher contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

Middle School teacher Meredith Quinto said she 
attended the picketing and the committee meeting for 
many reasons and “with several serious concerns.

“None, however, is more important than to give 
proper respect to our American Public School 
System," Ms. Quinto said. “The citizens of this town 
share the urgency of our entire nation to strive and 
support our children during these intense times. Our 
public schools must be the quality core of our nation’s 
future, and we can not postpone excellence.” 

According to School Committee member Teresa 
Kozloski, the main reason the picketing took place 
was because the teachers are working without con¬ 
tracts. “The teachers are following an agreement that 
was made at the beginning of the year and that

involves not speaking to the media. 

“The contracts are in negotiations," Mrs. Kozloski 
added. “It’s a give-and take-situation." 

Another School Committee member, Linda 
Galarneau said, “We are not at liberty to discuss the 
teachers contract because we are in the middle of 
negotiations." 

Mrs. Galarneau said comments regarding the 
teachers’ contract are not appropriate at this time, and 
questions should be directed to Roberta Doering,

vice-chairwoman of the School Committee. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen, chairman of the School 
Committee, also commented on the teachers con¬ 
tract dispute and said he is not involved in the negoti¬ 
ation process because under the state law, it would 
be an ethical violation for him to negotiate, since his 
brother, Alan Cohen, is a guidance counselor at the 
High School. 

Cohen said he was a teacher for about four years 
at Longmeadow High School, noting, "It is a teacher’s 
job to teach, and I truly believe negotiations belong on 
the negotiation table. 

“I think we have great teachers in the town and an 
excellent education system. I would hate to see the 
students not get the education they deserve, and I 
hope the students will continue to be educated," 
added Cohen. Although Cohen said it is an unfair 
labor practice to talk about the negotiations, he said 
he believes both sides are presenting their cases and 
trying to be fair. 

There was another meeting at presstime at the 
School Department's Central Office regarding the 
issue of teacher contracts. A rally has been slated on 
October 26th for teachers and teacher assistants at 
the Polish-American Club.

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Former resident feels 
unwanted at Phelps School 

To the Editor: 

Fifty years ago this fall, I started first grade at 
Benjamin Phelps School on Main Street. Does any¬ 
one else out there remember having the amazing 
Mrs. Merle Roberts for their first teacher? 

I thought it would be wonderful to return after 50 
years and spend an afternoon with a first grade class, 
doing some stories and songs, as well as sharing 
memories, nostalgia, pictures, and school sou- 
venirs...all from 1951/52. I had even planned to drive 
my recently-acquired 1951 Packard down for the 
occasion! I was truly looking forward to my “return to 
Phelps School." 

After sending off the requested proposal and 
resume (plus impeccable references), and then wait¬ 
ing nearly 10 days with no response, I finally called 
Principal Farrell. He told me that there is some sort of 
testing standard in place which has all Massachusetts 
schools on edge, and that they are all under enor¬ 
mous pressure to ensure students can read by grade 
three. 

Funny, but Mrs. Roberts had us reading “Run, 
Spot, Run” by the end of September of first grade 50 
years ago! My proposal for an afternoon visit was 
“respectfully declined,” and no shorter or postponed 
visit was counter-proposed. 

As a former elementary teacher, I would surely 
have welcomed the visit of a 50-year returnee to any 
class I was teaching as being a virtual gold mine. 
Perhaps the general guidelines for what constitutes a 
well-rounded education are different in 
Massachusetts from what they are in Vermont. 

But in this year of 2001, what could first-graders 
have learned about my life in Agawam half a century 
ago? Well, a letter cost three cents to mail. Bread 
(Bond), milk (Hood), and groceries (Agawam Public 
Market) were all delivered to the house. 

Our family drove a Nash car. I walked nearly a mile 
to the Phelps School...but for some reason, we were 
usually transported home by bus in the afternoon. 
(Does a bus driver nicknamed “Beanie” ring a bell 
with anyone?) 

Our playgrounds were segregated for boys and 
girls. Milk at lunch cost a nickel. The flag had 48 stars. 
Our classroom was in the present office space. We 
used something called “records” for music at school 
and home. 

What television programs did we watch? We did¬ 
n’t!! We had radio until 1953. (Who else remembers 
“The Kiddieland Ballroom” with Stan the Grocery Man 
on WTXL radio?) What was Riverside Park like? 
Where and how did we do our shopping before malls 
and shopping centers? Et cetera, and so forth. 

Perhaps these subjects are not important or even 
relevant to learning in the 21st century. After all, I’ve 
been out of education for nearly two decades. But if I 
were to step back into elementary teaching 20 years 
later, I would still be willing to sacrifice a strained two- 
hour reading class for a 50-year “blast from the past.” 

And by the way, as a former elementary student 
and elementary teacher, “reading” was always a 
morning activity! 

I can’t help but wonder if there are other issues at 
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work here...!

Primary results not necessar¬ 
ily reflective of people’s will 

To the Editor: 

Primary votes tend to be characterized by turnout 
even lower than what we can expect from general 
municipal elections. Primary vote results tend there¬ 
fore to be far less the will of the municipal electorate 
than a test of organizational strength often propor¬ 
tional to the size of a candidate’s core group of sup¬ 
porters. Sometimes the candidate who may be best 
positioned to generate greater “soft support" in the 
general election is the candidate whose initial base of 
support is smallest. I believe City Councilor Bob 
Magovern was this candidate, and I believe general 
election turnout will now be so low that City Councilor 
Bob Rossi’s challenge might not succeed. 

What shall inevitably result from the primary vote is 
predictable. Negative campaigning and mudslinging, 
ultimately culminating in a victory for Mayor Cohen, 
whose mudslinging skills can’t be matched, will char¬ 
acterize the next several weeks. Property will be 
reevaluated under the next Cohen administration 
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resulting in a de facto tax hike, followed within no 
more than one year by perhaps two more tax hikes if 
not a Cohen stab at a Proposition 2-1/2 override. 

The City Solicitor will retain his position, dissuading 
Mr. DePalma from settling the Tuckahoe Turf lawsuit. 
Berkshire Power will freely burn oil rather than natural 
gas to produce energy, while wetlands will probably 
be bulldozed in greater quanities. The City Solicitor, 
with our building inspector, will continue to refer utili¬ 
ties to state agencies in order to bypass zoning laws. 

The Mayor’s failure to facilitate relationships with 
state officials will result in dilapidated and broken 
down roads as road improvement and DPW budgets 
shall be quickly depleted. The new DPW garage will 
bust the budget when Mayor Cohen overpays for the 
project. The plague of empty storefronts will become 
a problem exacerbated as business avoids Agawam, 
creating renewed reliance on residential properties for 
revenue. 

Mayoral relations with the City Council and School 
Committee will continue to deteriorate as Mayoral 
high-handedness and unwillingness to communicate 
increase friction with local legislative bodies. This is 
trouble. 

Sour grapes? Only time will tell. In the meantime, I 
shall now work for Councilor Rossi’s Mayoral cam¬ 
paign in an effort I fear doomed. I feel a victory for 
Mayor Cohen is written in stone, as I’m convinced 
only Councilor Magovern could have secured a 
November victory. Mayor Cohen, however, should not 
be too pleased with either his primary results or the 
margin of his inevitable November victory. Councilor 
Rossi shall unquestionably put a sizable dent in his 
support, and support for Mayor Cohen will erode even 
more quickly during the next two years.

Historical Comm, urges yes 
vote on Preservation Act 

To the Editor: 

The Agawam Historical Commission urges the citi¬ 
zens of Agawam to vote yes for the Community 
Preservation Act on November 6th. Even before 
Mayor Cohen created the Community Preservation 
Act Ad-Hoc Committee, the Historical Commission 
had researched and voted to support the measure. 

If passed, the act would create a fund of local 
monies through a one-percent surcharge on property 
taxes, which would be supplemented by state funds 
to be used towards open space, affordable housing, 
and historic preservation. 

The Historical Commission was fortunate in 1999 
and 2001 to receive matching grants from the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission, and unani¬ 
mous support from the Agawam Town Council for 
payment of the local portion. 

The 1999 grant allowed us to pursue National 
Register status for the Agawam Center Historic 
District, which was made official earlier this year. The 
2001 grant will allow the Historical Commission to 
expand its current Inventory of Historic Structures. 

That said, those grants were the only funding the 
Historical Commission has received since 1985. The 
town has lost several notable properties in the last 
few years, even with a Demolition Delay Ordinance in 
place. 

Among those demolished are the c. 1800 Ely 
House, the turn of the century Mouse House, and the 
c. 1831 Pliny Leonard House (Betty’s Towne House). 
We are also currently in danger of losing Agawam’s 
first Catholic church, the former St. William’s Church 
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at 36 Bridge St. 

Agawam would benefit greatly by having funds 
dedicated solely to the preservation of the town’s his¬ 
toric resources. Among the possible uses of the fund 
would be the creation of incentive grants for restora¬ 
tion of buildings, funds for moving structures in dan¬ 
ger of demolition, and other projects to research, pro¬ 
tect, and promote the rich history of Agawam.

EMS funds should be left 
alone for intended purpose 

To the Editor: 

Although I am very pleased that there will be 
ambulance service in Feeding Hills, thanks to the 
efforts of councilors Rossi and Perry, I am disturbed 
by the method in which Mayor Cohen plans to pay for 
the ambulance personnel. 

According to published reports, the Mayor plans on 
taking $68,505.00 from the EMS fund to help pay 
salaries. If this were done, it would be another illegal 
action. As chairman of the former Ambulance Fee 
Study Committee, which set up the revolving EMS 
fund, the money in the fund could only be used for the 
purchase, maintenance, and re-supplying of the 
ambulances as well as training of ambulance person¬ 
nel. Unless something changed since we set up the 
fund, and if so, I apologize, any other use of the 
money would be illegal. 

When the ambulance committee set up the fund, it 
was done to insure that our residents would have 
quality emergency medical service. We decided that 
the town should continue to maintain its own ambu¬ 
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responsible return ambulance service to Feeding 
Hills. However, that does not negate the fact that tak¬ 
ing money from the EMS account to pay salaries may 
not be legal. Even if it were legal, I still question the 
need to use the EMS funds because that money is 
needed to maintain the quality service that every res¬ 
ident has come to expect. 

First of all, what happend to all the unexpected 
money Agawam received from the state this year? 
Secondly, why isn’t the money needed being taken 
from the remaining $270,000.00 in the supplemental 
budget? Money that the Mayor claims has not been 
earmarked for anything? 

All the extra money that apparently exists should 
be the funds used for salaries to return the ambulance 
to Feeding Hills. I ask, as should everyone, that the 
EMS fund be left alone for the purpose for which it 
was intended.

How to properly 
display the U.S. flag

In the aftermath of the September 11th terrorist 
attacks and recent U.S. retaliatory measures in 
Afghanistan, the American flag is being displayed on 
every type of vehicle ... from buses and bicycles to 
cars and farm tractors. United we drive! 

When you see more U.S. flags than construction 
flags on the roads of Western Massachusetts (land of 
the orange-and-white barrels and home of the 
detoured), our sense of pride and patriotism cannot 
be questioned. United we stand! 

Because of the growing number of people display¬ 
ing the Stars and Stripes on vehicles, I want to make 
certain you are doing it properly. The following 
“Automobile Fall Etiquette” information comes from 
the AutoTrader.com . a used-car sales and information 
marketplace on the Internet. The source says the 
most popular place to fly your flags is on the radio 
antenna, but no matter how creative you get, here are 
things to keep in mind: 

* Free-flying flags should be securely clamped on 
the passenger’s side, keeping with the military tradi¬ 
tion. 

* Flags mounted on the sides or the back of vehi¬ 
cles should have the union (stars) to the left, with the 
red/white/blue stripes to the right. 

* Flag decals mounted on the rear bumper or rear 
window should be displayed on the passenger’s side. 

If any of those positions restricts visibility, “it is 
acceptable to locate the flag elsewhere,” 
AutoTrader.com said, “because what really matters is 
flying the flag.”

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) and Representative Daniel F. Keenan (D- 
Southwick) are pleased to announce approval of an 
Agawam Home Rule Petition which will place the mat¬ 
ter of filling Town Council vacancies on the November 
6, 2001 ballot. 

Melconian and Keenan rushed the legislation 
House Bill 4273, “An Act Providing for the Filling of 
Vacancies in the City known as the Town of Agawam," 
through the House and Senate last week. Governor 
Jane Swift waived her traditional 10-day review peri¬ 
od and signed the legislation, now Chapter 109 of the 
Acts of 2001, on Monday, October 15th. According to 
Agawam Town Clerk Richard Theroux, the question 
could only be placed on the November ballot if the 
Legislature passed and the Governor signed the bill 
by October 15th. 

The bill was initially passed in the House on 
Tuesday, October 9th, and the following day was 
passed in the Senate. During final engrossment, an 
amendment making the bill effective upon passage 
and allowing the question to be placed on the 
November ballot was accepted in both the House and 
Senate on Thursday, October 12th.

to increase penalties 
for drunk driving 
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Melconian votes 
to increase penalty 
for terror threats 
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“Swearing in” ceremony for Police/Fire Depts. 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is proud to announce the Senate passage 
of legislation that stiffens the penalty for individuals 
who threaten to commit terrorist acts. 

“These threats are extraordinarily serious,” said 
Melconian. “They cause people to live in constant fear 
and disrupt the ordinary operation of everyday life. 
These false threats also waste valuable law enforce¬ 
ment resources and could interfere with police and 
firefighter responses during a genuine emergency." 

The bill penalizes anyone that communicates that 
an airplane or ship will be hijacked or that any dan¬ 
gerous substance or device, including a biological or 
radioactive substance, is present or will be placed at 
a location. The expanded penalties can be used only 
when the false threat results in the evacuation of seri¬ 
ous disruption of a building or assembly. The penalty 
for this new crime will be imprisonment for a term of 
three to 20 years in state prison or six months to 2-1/2 
years in a house of correction, by a fine of $1,000- 
$50,000, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

“The law has long recognized the danger that false 
bomb threats can create," said Melconian. “This leg¬ 
islation updates the statute to address modern dan¬ 
gers and assures that anyone who attempts to terror¬ 
ize our communities with threats of violence receives 
an appropriate punishment.”

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the Senate 
voted unanimously to increase the penalty for drivers 
convicted of multiple drunk driving offenses. 

“Drunken drivers kills thousands of innocent peo¬ 
ple every year," Senator Melconian said. “This bill will 
increase jail time and keep some of those drivers off 
the road." 

Linder current law, convicted drunken drivers are 
treated as first-time offenders if the driver’s previous 
drunk driving offense occurred more than 10 years 
before the date of the new conviction. The new bill 
would require the court to consider all offenses if a 
driver has multiple drunk driving convictions after his 
10-year grace period. 

“After 10 years, individuals should be able to gain 
a fresh start,” Melconian said. “However, if they con¬ 
tinue to drive while intoxicated and endanger the lives 
of others, we must punish them to the fullest extent of 
the law.” 

The number of people killed in drunken driving 
accidents rose between 1999 and 2000 for the first 
time in five years. Last year, 16,653 people died in 
highway accidents caused by drivers under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol.

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Lillian Doyle gives of 
herself in many ways

Lillian Brodeur Doyle - a familiar face at the St. 
John’s Church Parish Center - grew up in Springfield 
(in the Forest Park section) and attended Kensington 
Avenue School and Forest Park Junior High School 
(now a middle school). 

She graduated from Commerce High School in 
January 1936 during the Depression. Since there 
were no jobs, she remained at home with her parents. 

Her father did have a good job with the Springfield 
Gas Light Company, where he was a repairman and 
later trained others to become repairmen. Lillian was 
the middle child of three girls. Her father knew Mrs. 
Ells, the head of a girls’ trade school on Main Street. 

Through Mrs. Ells, Lillian was able to develop her 
working skills in a variety of job situations. She first 
volunteered at the school, running errands and typing 
for the teachers. She next worked at Sunshine Art 
Studios when it was on Dwight Street in Springfield. 
This seasonal work involved printing names on 
Christmas cards on a multigraph machine. 

Next, she went to work for Empire Mailing, doing 
addressograph work. Her first full-time job was at 
United States Envelope, where she ran a printing 
machine addressing envelopes. 

Later, she was promoted to doing wedding 



envelopes - a position which resulted in considerably 
better wages. Lillian remained at U.S. Envelope for 
seven years and met her husband, James, there. 
Right after they were married, James was drafted and 
sent to Indiana, so Lillian stayed with her parents until 
1944, when James returned. They got their own place 
in 1946 and their first baby, Dennis, was bom in 
September of that year. A house was found in 1947 by 
her aunts, who lived in Agawam. Lillian and James 
moved in and raised three children, two boys and a 
girl. Lillian remains in this same house today, 54 years 
later. 

Son Dennis graduated from Lowell Technical 
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Institute (now called the University of Lowell), and he 
works as a packaging engineer. Son Francis, also a 
graduate of Lowell Technical Institute, is employed as 
a paper and chemical engineer. Daughter Annette 
graduated from Worcester State College and is a 
computer expert at an investment firm. Lillian has four 
grandchildren, two boys and two girls. 

Lillian recalled, “After our children were raised, I 
took a part-time job at Johnson’s Bookstore. Then I 
worked at the A & P on State Street as a cashier. 
Finally, I accepted a full-time job at Mass. Mutual, 
where I stayed for 20 years. 

“My responsibilities were in furniture inventory and 
in group sales, taking care of all reimbursements for 
expenses. One exciting event for me was riding on the 
Mass. Mutual helicopter to the New York group sales 
office. The helicopter had pontoons and landed on the 
East River. That was fun,” she told us. 

When Lillian retired, she did volunteer work at the 
Agawam Senior Center with a group that put on plays. 
“I also volunteered at St. John the Evangelist Church. 
When they said they were getting a computer and 
asked me to work part-time, I accepted, printing and 
collating booklets. I have done this for 14 years." 

In 1969, Lillian was chairwoman of the St. John’s 
Bazaar. Although she will not continue as chairwoman 
of the needle-and-thread booth at the Bazaar, she did 
this for 16 years. She was chosen in 1993 to receive 
“The Friends of the Agawam Senior Center” annual 
award, and was president of the Catholic Women’s 
Club for one term. She was secretary of the Agawam 
Lioness for two years, and serves as a fine example 
of a woman who stays in touch with the community 
and gives of herself in many ways. 

She is well-liked and respected, always has a smile 
on her face and a twinkle in her eye, and remains 
active and involved in activities of significance to the 
Agawam citizens. 

Lillian is an unassuming person who contributes 
more than she realizes and is especially worth getting 
to know.

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Sister City 
Commission 
creates another 
successful connection

Gianni Scudo intended to visit Agawam as part of 
the Sister City Commission Program from August 31st 
until September 11th, but as everyone knows, 
assaults on the World Trade Center changed plans for 
most Americans and affected traveling plans every¬ 
where. Gianni was no exception. 

Because of the pivotal events of September 11th, 
his return to Reggio Calabria in Italy had to be post¬ 
poned. Gianni is in his last year of high school (Italy 
requires 13 years in all from grades one through 13), 
and he wants to be a doctor. His father. Dr. Paolo 
Scudo, visited Agawam in October 2000 with the del¬ 
egation from Reggio Calabria, our Sister City. 

Dr. Scudo arrived with Gianni and stayed for about 
a week. Gianni wants to be a doctor on his own, not 
simply because his father is a doctor. 

In a pleasantly-accented style of speaking, he told 
us, “I like this place (Agawam and America) because 
it’s really quiet and very beautiful. Every yard is a little 
world. Here, there are gounds where boys can play.” 

In Reggio, he told us, there are not the accessible 
recreational facilities, but if they asked permission 
from someone such as the school principal, they 
might be able to use them. 

“We must pay for everything because there are 
fewer such public facilities.” 

In Reggio, there is a little park which is opened, but 
there is a gate now to keep the park safe. “We prefer 
to go for a walk," Gianni noted. He claims that Reggio 
is not a big city, with “only” 180,000 people. But actu¬ 
ally, this is not big compared to Rome or Milan. Gianni 
has also gone to Great Britain (in Rochester, near 
London), attending Kent Institute of Art and Design int 
he summer, just to study English. 

Bill and Sue Bonini, his host family during his stay, 
were impressed when they met the younger Scudo 
from Reggio. “We didn’t know how well he spoke 
English. He has really amazed us,” said Sue. 

Gianni spent his first day in Agawam by staying 
home and sleeping. The travel was difficult, and jet lag 
was a problem for a while. 

“When I called home, I had to see what time it was 
in Italy, because they are six hours ahead of us.” 

Shadowing Joe Bonini at Agawam High School, 
Gianni especially liked the Italian class (of course!) 
and compared AHS to those in Italy, which start at 
8:00 a.m. and run for five hours a day, with five les¬ 
sons every day. 

Common phrases that caught his attention were 


“boring" and “cool.” He also enjoyed the Holyoke Mall 
and bought a Boston Red Sox hat, a Boston Bruins 
hat, a Boston College hat, and a Boston Red Sox 
baseball. 

“Reggio and Messina in Italy have ‘poor blood,’ 
similar to the rivalry between Boston and New York,” 
Gianni commented. 

He visited the Basketball Hall of Fame and the plan 
for the night expected to be his last in Agawam was to 
visit Six Flags, where he and Joe Bonini looked for¬ 
ward to enjoying the go-carts at Pinnacle Raceway. 

However, the events of September 11th changed 
everything, including plans for Gianni to return home. 
He told us the night before his scheduled departure he 
planned to go first to Reggio to give his regards to his 
relatives, “...especially my great-grandmothers.” He 
also had planned to take his mountain bike and spend 
time at the Tyrr Hennian Sea in the Strait of Messina. 
“I will swim and take my canoe (an ocean kayak)." 
This was intended to occur before he returned to 
school on September 17th. 

As a result of the horrific events of September 11th, 
Gianni stayed an extra week in Agawam with the 
Boninis. Susan Bonini told us, “We couldn't have put 
this kid on a plane with all those terrible things hap¬ 
pening (he was due to fly out of Boston’s Logan 
Airport the very same day as all the terrorist bomb¬ 
ings). “ As it turned out, all the airports were closed 
anyway. 

On the phone, Gianni’s father said, “Stay calm. 
You’re o.k. with the Boninis.” 

If there could possibly be a silver lining to those 
clouds of disaster, it might be that Gianni was able to 
attend The Big E and to meet Mayor Richard A. 


Cohen, who was able to obtain The Big E tickets. 

Gianni had never seen a Mardi Gras before attend¬ 
ing The Big E. He was impressed by the patriotism he 
saw all around him there, and he was especially sur¬ 
prised to see the Italian parade, with “God Bless 
America” played by the band from Mount Carmel 
Church.”He got his own pin with the combination of an 
American flag and an Italian flag at The Big E’s 
International Building,” Sue Bonini said. “Until then, he 
seemed inclined to remain patriotic to his own country, 
but once he saw the two flags together, his viewpoint 
changed.” 

Sister City Commissioner Carmella Marzano drove 
Gianni to Logan Airport a week later, as it was thought 
that her ability to speak Italian might be needed. 

“In fact, there was a bomb scare that day and one 
terminal was emptied," Susan pointed out. “Gianni’s 
father sent him a first-class ticket. Otherwise, there 
was no telling how long he would have had to wait on 
stand-by.” 

Gianni E-mailed the Bonini family upon his safe 
return to his homeland. 

Among the many other things we learned about 
him was the fact that he likes all music, enjoys com¬ 
puters, and has his own website, which he built in 
order to enter a contest. He took fourth place out of 
1,000 entries. 

When he returns to America, he will look forward to 
hamburgers and cheeseburgers, steak, french fries, 
sausages, and Ritz crackers. He said he could drink 
orange juice all day long, stopping only for Coca-Cola, 
Pepsi, or Sprite. 

Gianni also noted, "I must visit New York, and I 
have relatives in New York, Philadelphia, and Florida.”

Consistency... 

If you were to read an “Ann Landers” column from 
30 years ago and compare it to a recent column, 
you’d be hard pressed to believe the two columns 
were written by the same person. That is because the 
views which are presented in those two columns are 
seemingly unrelated. What’s happened, of course, is 
that Ann Landers has changed her mind about life’s 
issues with the passage of time. 

While it is hardly surprising that Ann Landers has 
adapted to modern times, it nevertheless might cause 
a problem for anybody relying upon her for advice. 
How can such a reader be confident that Ann Landers 
won’t change her mind after giving out her advice? 
How can such a reader determine when Ann Landers 
is correct with her advice, if it is subject to change? 

There is a place where people can go for answers, 
which are not adapted or modified to conform to cir¬ 
cumstances. One of the many amazing qualities of 
God’s Word, the Holy Bible, is how it never changes, 
yet it is always pertinent. The Apostle Paul, writing to 
his young friend Timothy, counseled: but as for you, 
continue in what you have learned and become 
convinced of, because you know those from 
whom you have learned it, and how from infancy 
you have known the holy Scriptures, which are 
able to make you wise for salvation through faith 
in Jesus Christ Unlike wisdom, which is subject to 
change or modification, Timothy was able to continue 
in what you have learned. Truth can be counted on! 

St. Paul went on to tell Timothy: All Scripture is 
God breathed and is useful for teaching, rebuking, 
correcting, and training in righteousness, so that 
the person of God may be thoroughly equipped 
for every good work. There are several points which 
we should keep in mind about this statement; points 
which apply to our lives today. 

First, we consider the point that Paul refers to all 
Scripture. Many people like to take snippets of 
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Scripture out of context, and refer to or rely upon that 
small section of the Bible as though that was all there 
is. That is a very dangerous practice, which is almost 
bound to lead to bad results. All sorts of people 
engage in this bad practice. Some are sincerely reli¬ 
gious people who have a particular agenda they’re 
promoting. Others are non-believers who then claim 
that the Bible is inconsistent or full of contradictions. 
Such statements are only possible when passages 
are taken out of context in an abusive and distorting 
way, rather than considering them within the context 
of the whole Bible. 

When read through eyes of faith, the Bible is use¬ 
ful for teaching, rebuking, correcting, and training 
in righteousness. The truths the Bible reveals are 
timeless and universal in nature. There are two basic 
reasons for this. One is it is God’s Word and funda¬ 
mentally accurate in the first place. Secondly, human 
nature hasn’t changed much, if at all, since Adam and 
Eve. We are still imperfect people in need of a perfect 
Redeemer. The challenges we struggle with - anger, 
unfaithfulness, greed, and lust (to name but a few) - 
are pretty much as they have been throughout human 
history. The Bible is useful because it directs us 
towards the God who loves us, and provides us with 
a clear understanding of how we should live our lives. 

Finally, all Scripture is God breathed, meaning it 
is the work product of God, rather than people. There 
are several ways to affirm this. Most importantly, 
Jesus Christ says so. He said, “ The Scripture can¬ 
not be broken." After that, even though the Holy 
Spirit employed 40 different writers to write 66 books 
over a period of hundreds (if not thousands) of years, 
taken together, the Bible speaks with one voice. As 
well, we can appreciate the Scripture’s timeless qual¬ 
ities. Its most recent addition is a couple of thousand 
years-old, yet it reads like it was written yesterday. 
Rather than being a propaganda piece, like other reli¬ 
gious writings, the Bible doesn’t hide the truth about 
God’s people. It lets it all hang out: the good, the bad, 
and the ugly. 

In a world where most truth seems to be relative 
(meaning that it sometimes applies and sometimes 
doesn’t), we can draw strength, comfort, and confi¬ 
dence from the consistency of God’s Word. We can 
rely upon it like no other written material. It is, after all, 
God breathed, provided by Him for us in love, so that 
the person of God may be thoroughly equipped 
for every good work.

Green plants, dean air... 

Regardless of how clean our homes are, indoor air 
pollution exists. The EPA reported in 1989 that “suffi¬ 
cient evidence exists to conclude that indoor air pol¬ 
lution represents a major portion of the public’s expo¬ 
sure to air pollution, and may pose serious acute and 
chronic health risks.” Since most of us spend more 
than about 90 percent of our time indoors, indoor air 
pollution is a greater concern than outdoor air pollu¬ 
tion. 

Many materials found in today’s homes release 
formaldehyde and other volatile organic chemicals. 
These materials include synthetic carpet, carpet 
backing, carpet padding, plywood, paneling, and 
pressed board. 

Researchers at the National Space Technology 
Laboratories have found that common housepiants 
can remove these contaminants from the air in hous¬ 
es. Plants deliver airborne toxins to the microbes liv¬ 
ing around their roots. These microbes then break 
down the toxins. 

The most recent research shows that 15 to 20 
plants will actually purify the air in the average ener¬ 
gy-efficient home. Considering air filtration systems 
and manufacturers’ efforts to reduce toxins in building 
materials, even a few plants in a house would be 
helpful in purifying the air. 

Visit a plant store or greenhouse for advice on 
which plants would work best in your house. A huge 
variety means lots of choices for different exposures 
and the level of care you’re willing to give a plant. 
Avoid buying plants at discount stores and other 
stores that don’t specialize in plants. Bulk shipments 
often harbor spider mites, aphids, mealy bugs, and 
other pests that, while not impossible to get rid of, can 
cause additional problems and may invade other 
plants you already have. 

When you purchase a houseplant, ask what kind of 
guarantee the merchant offers. Some retailers will 
allow you to return a plant in 30 days if it dies or does¬ 
n’t work out. Make sure you understand the kind of 
care the plant needs, and get details about appropri¬ 
ate watering and fertilizing. 

While any plant will be a welcome addition to your 
home, you want to be sure to select plants that are 
right for the location you have in mind. Unless you 
have a green thumb, choose plants that are easy to 
care for as well.

Football-related injuries... 

Question: My son insists on playing football and 
I’m concerned about injuries to his body, especially 
his back and neck. What is your opinion of the sport? 

Answer: Football is one of the roughest, toughest 
sports, and it attracts thousands of youngsters each 
fall. Unfortunately, the thrills it generates for specta¬ 
tors, and glory for the players, are often accompanied 
by injuries with long-lasting consequences. 

An injury on the football field is very often the same 
type as that received in an auto crash. The body is 
frequently struck or badly jarred. Joints are often 
pushed beyond their limits. Vertebrae in the neck or 
back can be misplaced or sometimes fractured. 

As a chiropractic physician, the emphasis of my 
concern is on the spinal column. If one or more of the 
spinal vertebrae are damaged or misaligned, it can 
mean pressure on the nerves inside the spine and 
impair muscle and organ function.

Breast cancer is the most commonly diagnosed 
type of cancer among women in the United States, 
with 192,200 new cases expected nationwide in 2001. 
During October - "National Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month” - the American Cancer Society continues to 
educate women, providing a multitude of information 
through a variety of breast cancer-specific programs 
and services. 

A woman's best strategy for preventing breast can¬ 
cer is to reduce her known risk factors whenever pos¬ 
sible; by increasing physical activity; reducing alcohol 
intake; not smoking; and avoiding obesity. Besides 
being female, age is a woman’s single most important 
risk factor for developing breast cancer. 

Additional risk factors include a personal or family 
history of breast cancer; a long menstrual history 
(menstrual periods that started early or ended late in 
life); not having children or having a first child after 
age 30; and consuming two or more alcoholic drinks 
daily. 

Although there is no definite way to prevent breast 
cancer at this time, early detection greatly improves a 
woman’s treatment options, her chances for success¬ 
ful treatment, and the possibility for survival. The 
American Cancer Society recommends the following 
approach to early detection to find the disease in its 
earliest, most curable stages: 

Mammography: Mammography is the single most 
effective method of early detection. Annual mammog¬ 
raphy screenings are recommended for all women 
over 40, even if they have no symptoms and no indi¬ 
cations of increased risk. The large declines in breast 
cancer mortality have been attributed, in part, to the 
use of regular mammograms. j 

Clinical breast exam: A physical exam of the 
breast by a health professional is recommended 


every three years for women ages 20 to 39, and every 
year for women over 40. 

Breast self-exam: Monthly self-examination is rec¬ 
ommended for women 20 and older as a routine good 
health habit. 

Women can call the American Cancer Society’s 1 - 
800-ACS-2345 line - which responded to 68,343 New 
England callers last year (37,945 of which came from 
Massachusetts) - for additional information. The fol¬ 
lowing questions are among the most common: 

* Where can I go for a mammogram? The 
American Cancer Society has a list of accredited 
mammography facilities and can direct you to the 
most convenient center. 

* What should I do if I find a lump in my breast? 
Many breast lumps are not cancerous, but oniy a 
physician can make a diagnosis. If you find a lump, 
make an appointment with your doctor to have it 
checked right away. Other signs to look for are 
swellling, skin dimpling or puckering, redness, sore¬ 
ness of the skin, a change in the nipple’s shape, or 
any unusual or bloody discharge from the nipple. 

* What services are available for women with 
breast cancer? The American Cancer Society offers 
comprehensive information and services ranging from 
support groups to free wigs and breast prostheses. 
Reach to Recovery, a one-on-one support program, 
matches trained, breast cancer survivors with others 
now being treated. Tell A Friend, an early detection 
program, involves women contacting friends to 
ensure they receive mammograms. An overview of 
American Cancer Society programs and services is 
available through the Internet at www.cancer.org.

red wine and purple grape juice appear to come from 
the presence of flavonoids, which are concentrated in 
the skins, seeds, and stems of purple grapes. 

Personally, I may stick to red wine for a while until 
further studies confirm this initial study. Purple grape 
juice with a pasta dinner just doesn’t cut it! 

But, too much red wine, or rather alcohol abuse, 
leads to reduced bone mineral density. In a recent 
study, researchers wanted to study the effects of 
alcohol and parathyroid hormone on bone formation. 
Parathyroid hormone stimulates bone formation and 
is being studied as a means to reverse bone loss from 
alcoholism. Studies are finding parathyroid hormone 
may be useful in treating alcohol induced loss of bone 
mass or osteopenia. 

These studies are preliminary and we don’t know 
all the effects of the hormones. It may be wise to pre¬ 
vent this from happening by limiting red wine intake or 
perhaps just starting to drink grape juice'.

A pork chop recipe; homemade noodles; 
flavored pastas; pan-roasted oysters... 

I have a recipe for pork chops that can't be beat. 
Start with one large onion and sliver it. Next, take four 
stalks of celery (not the whole bunch; just four of the 
stalks). Peel the heavy fiber away from the top by just 
catching the ends with a small knife and pull the heavy 
fibers away. Now, dice the celery. 

In a large saute pan, pour in 2 to 3 TB olive oil. 
When the oil is sizzling, add the celery and the onion. 
When the celery has softened, add 4 or 5 plum toma¬ 
toes. While this is cooking, in another pan sear your 
pork chops to give them some color, then add them to 
the large pan to braise them. You cover the chops and 
reduce the heat to low, and allow the chops to cook 
until they are falling off the bone. The only seasoning 
that I use is salt, pepper, and a little basil. 

These chops are the best. Try serving with some 
homemade noodles. They are really easy to make, 
but you will need a pasta machine to make them real¬ 
ly thin. You can roll by hand, but that is a lot of work. 
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Stop in at Milano Importing on South Main Street in 
Springfield (at the corner of Union Street) and pick up 
a machine; they are very affordable. Buy some 
semolina flour while you’re there, ahd make the dough 
according to the directions in the box. Fresh noodles 
(handmade), delicious pork chops ... your family will 
love it! 

I had a pasta dish from Cappacio’s recently - 
Bucatini a la Matriciana. If you want to make this at 
home, try this. First, start with some Italian bacon, 
pancetta. Dice and start to cook in a saute pan. (By 
the way, a saute is just a frying pan, but the edges are 
curved so you can toss the food in the pan easier.) A 
quick-wrist action can stir the food without using a 
spoon. 

To the bacon, add garlic, onion, and some marinara 
sauce. If you’re in a hurry, cheat and use a jar sauce. 
Simmer this together and pour over cooked bucatini 
and fresh basil. You need to use fresh - not dried - 
basil for this dish. 

Now that you have a pasta machine, try making fla¬ 
vored pastas. One of my favorites is roasted garlic 
and roasted red pepper fettucini. You can make sim¬ 
ple pastas like a black pepper fettucini, or (to the 
extreme) by adding special ingredients like squid ink 
or caviar. Use those pastas the same day; don't try to 
dry them. 

Once you have made your own egg noodles, you’ll 
wonder what took you so long to try it. I helped cook 
recently at JR’s Fish House on Main Street in 
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Agawam. We made a dish from New Orleans - pan- 
roasted oysters. I taught Jeannette and Ryan how to 
make the dish, so you can ask them to make the dish 
for you. I like the way they do the fried seafood at 
JR’s; it’s not covered with a heavy, greasy batter. They 
use a lighter approach by using a special dry coating 
than frying.

The “bully program” 
is implemented 
in Agawam 
Elementary Schools

According to the curriculum manual for Creating a 
Peaceful School Learning Environment, the Agawam 
Elementary Schools have begun a campaign to cre¬ 
ate a safe and creative learning environment free 
from destructive and disruptive behavior. 

“This is a violence prevention program specifically 
geared to elementary schools, beginning in Kinder¬ 
garten through grade six,” Agawam’s Assistant 
Superintendent (Superintedent-Elect) Mary 
Czajkowski said. 

The philosophy around the “bully program” is that 
students need to feel safe in order to come to school 
and learn. 

“Bullying causes disruption for the entire school cli¬ 
mate and kids don’t feel safe," Ms. Czajkowski said. 
“Research has shown that from an early age, adoles¬ 
cents learn what it is like to be a bully, to be a 
bystander, and a victim of bullying. 

“We can start to implement this program also by 
introducing those common words such as bully, 
bystander, and victim,” Ms. Czajkowski said. “This 
program involves the unity of the schools, the par¬ 
ents, and the teachers.” 

The “kick-off’ of the bully program started with a 
poster contest in the four elementary schools in 
Agawam, which began the week of October 2nd and 
will run until Monday, October 22nd. 

The poster contest required students to design a 
poster with artwork, a written message about bullying, 
and their parent’s signature, Ms. Czajkowski said. 

“The best poster will be used as a banner in 
Agawam in all of the elementary schools for grades 
kindergarten through grade six, and will be displayed 
in all the four schools," Ms. Czajkowski explained. 

The Agawam School System will also award prizes 
for the poster contest to other outstanding works of art 
by giving out gift certificates to the mall as well as 
sports and music stores. 

On Monday, October 29th, the judging will take 
place at the Agawam Junior High School. 

The target of this program is to prevent bully-vic- 
tim-bystander behaviors in the earliest grades, and 
will teach children through adult role modeling how to 
handle power in social settings without bullying, get¬ 
ting bullied, or standing around while other kids are 
being bullies, according to the curriculum for Creating 
a Peaceful School Learning Environment. 

The bully program was presented to Ms. 
Czajkowski by Agawam School Committee member 
Rosemary Sandlin and Agawam resident and psy¬ 
chologist Dr. Frank Sacco. 

“Ms. Sandlin knew Frank and mentioned the pro¬ 
gram to me,” Ms. Czajkowski said. “They initiated the 
program and moved forward in efforts to have every 
teacher, principal, and parent in Agawam be aware of 
this program.” 

"Bullies don’t just become bullies. There must be 
some kind of deep-rooted problem and feelings of 
anger for the need to be in power and in control over 
other children," Ms. Czajkowski said. 

"Dr. Sacco is also a parent in town and has worked 
with bullying across the nation,” Ms. Czajkowski told 
us. “When the Columbine shooting took place, Dr. 
Sacco went out there and acted as a consultant and 
a resource." 

Other components of the program include parent 
involvement and health and physical education teach¬ 
ers going to Parent-Teacher Organization (PTO) 
meetings on a regular basis. 

Ms. Czajkowski recently attended an assembly at

Granger Elementary School and witnessed both the 
principal and physical education teacher role-playing 
with grades kindergarten through two. She saw that 
the children could all identify the terms bully, 
bystander, and victim. 

Ms. Czajkowski said the bully program should be 
implemented into the schools at an early age to pre¬ 
vent disruptive behavior from happening. 

Last spring, Sacco trained the teachers in the 
Agawam Elementary Schools for a two-day seminar 
instructing the teachers on how to implement the pro¬ 
gram. 

“To me, it’s worthwhile to make one child feel safe 
and no longer feel the need to be a victim, or no 
longer feel sad about being treated badly, Ms. 
Czajkowski said. 

Ms. Sandlin further told us, “I have been involved 
with the Agawam School Committee for many years 
on and off, and my long- time friend and associate, Dr. 
Sacco, and I had many talks about aggressive behav¬ 
ior in children. He developed this program through the 
process of observations and studies. 

“He does this free of charge and is a generous 
man,” Ms. Sandlin said. “He gave the Town of 
Agawam this bully program, and he oversees the pro¬ 
gram and knows the symptoms to look for.” 

Ms. Sandlin agreed with Ms. Czajkowski that their 
agenda was to avoid violence in the Agawam Schools 
at an early age so that bullying does not become a 
way of life for children as they grow. 

“I am thankful Agawam has this program and it’s a 
good program,” Ms. Sandlin said. “The Town of 
Agawam is fortunate to have Frank. He is truly giving 
back to his community as a result of his involvement 
with the bully program." 

Sacco said he has been studying bullies since 
1992, based on research he did in Topeka, Kansas, 
with the assistance of the Menniger Clinic in Topeka. 

Results showed that learning takes place in a 
peaceful environment, and that it is more effective for 
teachers to instruct their students in this manner. 
Sacco said. 

He said he chose to implement the bully program 
vc\ bgaNam because Y\'\s children attend Agawam 
Schools and because Agawam was so enthusiastic 
about the program. 

"Every school needs a bully program Sacco said. 
“If you look at national studies, one out of every three 
kids are bullied. 

“The bully program is really a three-year interven¬ 
tion that starts with spirit and motivation, then involves 
classroom management. The third phase is the phys¬ 
ical education program and the community connec¬ 
tion," Sacco said. 

“We can be productive in our own schools and in 
our community by taking a stand and sending out the 
message that bullying is not tolerated," Ms. 
Czajkowski concluded. “All children from grades 
kindergarten through six will be exposed to the pro¬ 
gram.”

“Out-Scheduled”? 

When Jim walked into my office, I felt tired! I mean, 
his obvious fatigue was contagious. With his head 
hung down, his shoulders slumped, and his feet drag¬ 
ging, Jim did not look the picture of health. He took a 
seat and we started talking. As he looked up, I could 
see dark circles under his eyes. “Jim,” I asked with 
concern, “is something troubling you? To tell you the 
truth, you really don’t look too good. As a matter of 
fact, you look exhausted. What's the deal?” And then, 
slowly his story unfolded. 

Jim told me that the family was going through some 
hard times. Dad had been laid off; money was very 
tight. There were a lot of mouths to feed and even with 
Mom working, it just didn’t compute. He decided to 
help out by taking a job. In itself, that was a laudable 
idea, but i queried how many hours he worked. He 
told me that he works on the weekends and three 
days a week. 

“Jim, no wonder you’re exhausted. I know you play 
sports and are taking a very difficult course load in 
school. How can you possibly have time for every¬ 
thing? Making money is good and I applaud you for 
helping out the family, but if you don’t get enough 
sleep and then get sick, whom will you be helping?” 

I reached over and took out a sheet of paper. "Jim, 
here, write out for me your schedule. I mean, what 
hours do you do things? Let's see it all on paper and 
then we’ll be able to deal with it.” Jim took the paper 
and wrote out his schedule. It looked something like 
this: 

* 6:45 a.m. - awaken and get ready for school. 

* 7:05 a.m. - go to school. 

* 2:00 p.m. - leave school for practice. 

* 5:30 to 10:00 p.m. - work. 

* 10:30 p.m. - get home. 

* 10:30 p.m. -12:00 midnight - do homework. 

I looked at his schedule with him and asked him 
when he finds time to eat? He really doesn’t! It seems 
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he lives on snack food. Then, we talked about home¬ 
work. If he does it that late at night, how completely 
and accurately is it done? How many hours does he 
sleep? Then, when we examined the little time he has 
to get ready for school, he realized why he feels so 
rushed and often forgets to bring school materials with 
him. 

Looking at him, I naturally said, “Jim, your schedule 
has to change. You are packing too much in with hard¬ 
ly any time for sleeping and eating. No wonder you’re 
exhausted! Let’s see what we can do to make this 
schedule workable.” We decided to prioritize things. 
His grades are important. 

Since Jim is a very intelligent young man, he wish¬ 
es to further his education, and especially now with 
money so tight, getting good grades will help him get 
a scholarship. He excels in the sport he’s playing and 
that could be an added hook that he needs for college 
acceptance and a scholarship. So, it became appar¬ 
ent that more time had to be allotted for homework, 
but we couldn’t cut into his involvement with sports. 

Therefore, that left us with his job. He had to work, 
but perhaps he could rearrange his hours. “Mrs. 
Cohen, I just started the job; what if they fire me 
because I can’t work so many hours?” he asked with 
concern. Picking up the phone, I said, “Well, you can 
always get another job. Besides, you don’t know what 
the boss will say unless you ask him.” 

Jim dialed the number and spoke to his boss, 
telling him that he needed to work, but he just could¬ 
n’t do all the hours. Fortunately for Jim, the boss was 
amenable to his request for fewer hours and was able 
to rearrange things and keep Jim on. I remember the 
relief I saw in Jim’s eyes after he hung up the phone. 

Jim was able to change his schedule, to be in con¬ 
trol of it without his schedule controlling him ... and 
that gave him a positive feeling. I saw him a week 
later and he was a different young man. His grades 
were improving, he was doing better on his team, and 
yes, even the rings under his eyes were lessening. 
Now, he was no longer “out-scheduled.” 

You know, as parents, it’s important to sit down with 
your children and to make out a schedule. Not only 
does this help them to organize their time, but also it 
enables you to see if they are trying to do too many 
things. Remember, do the scheduling together, so 
your children will take ownership of the result, 
i Besides, it’s a good way to communicate and do 
i some bonding.

AHS students raise money to support 
American Red Cross

Agawam High School presented six students with 
awards on Monday, September 15th, for their efforts 
to raise money for the tragedy that struck the United 
States on September 11th, according to Agawam 
High School Principal Linda Prystupa. 

"We are proud of our students," Mrs. Prystupa said. 
"Sometimes adults have to force activities (on the stu¬ 
dents), and these fundraisers came from the hearts of 
the students.” 

There were three types of fundraisers the students 
created since the September 11th tragedy, and the 
students approached the faculty with their thoughts, 
on their own will, according to her. 

Sophomores Craig Gauthier and Chris Colburn 
said they made contact with AHS Substance Abuse 
Prevention Counselor Jack Dougherty and with his 
help, purchased 120 American flags from a local 
Agawam merchant. 

“One week after the tragedy, we bought flags and 
sold them for $1 to everyone at the Agawam High 
School,” Colburn said. “I felt bad this tragedy hap¬ 
pened and for all the people who died." 

“I wanted to try to raise money for the Red Cross 
and support our country,” Colborn added. “We raised 
$138.25 and received some donations, including 
donations from students." 

“I thought this would be a helpful way to support our 
nation," Gauthier said. "We sold all the flags and the 
students, faculty, and staff liked helping.” 

Gauthier also said Dougherty stored the American 
flags in his office, and science teacher Sherry Pitzer 
helped the students make posters to advertise this 
fundraiser. 

Colburn and Gauthier donated all the money to the 
American Red Cross at the Big E in West Springfield. 

The freshmen class also put together a food drive 
as a way to raise money for the September 11th 
tragedy. 

Freshman Samantha Peetros said, “I originally 
wanted to go to New York and help because I know 


some firefighters, but I couldn’t get there, so I tried to 
do what I could here (at Agawam High School)." 

The day after the tragedy, the freshman class start¬ 
ed generating ideas to raise money. 

‘The following Monday, we started a food drive and 
it continued for the next two weeks,” Peetros said. 
“We collected 30 boxes of food and donated half to 
the Red Cross and the remainder went to the food 
pantry in Springfield." 

Students hung flyers around the High School to 
promote this fundraiser. 

Senior Class President Steve Atkinson told us, 
"When this first happened, it was unbelievable.” 

Atkinson went to New York the Sunday after the 
tragedy occurred and saw first-hand what happened. 

“Everything I saw was terrible and I can’t begin to 
describe what was there,” Atkinson said. “I was as 
close as two blocks (from the destruction) and I tried 
to help, but there were too many volunteers and help 
was being turned away." 

When Atkinson returned from New York, he said he 
held a senior class meeting and decided to sell break¬ 
fast on Wednesday mornings at the High School. 

“This is the least we can do,” Atkinson said. “We 
raised approximately $200 so far, and we will be con¬ 
tinuing this fundraiser until the end of October.” 

“We have been selling breakfast (before school 
starts) since the Wednesday after this happened to 
our nation," Senior Class Secretary Jill Lawson said. 

Lawson said she became involved in this fundrais¬ 
er to contribute her time and help raise money. 

All the senior class proceeds will be donated to the 
Red Cross, Lawson added. 

“The administration is proud of all the students," 
Mrs. Prystupa concluded. “They were not forced to 
create these fundraisers; it truly came from their 
hearts.” 

Students Erin Gloster and Jessica Roy also 
received awards.

The Generals’ Katie 
Flynn (31.8) and Katrina Wrba (30.7) took the second 
and third spots. 

Babbin took the bars with a 7.5. The Brownie twins 
helped get a sweep there.

Other Brownies 
who did well in that event (but finished out of the run¬ 
ning) included Dolores Cuccovia (6.00) and Britanny 
Taylor (5.75). 

Babbin was superb in the vault (8.5). While most of 
the kids did the routine back flip, Babbin’s ability to 
slam the springboard and get great height saw her flip 
an airborne twist into the landing.

Her routine 
included a seated mount into a straddle, then up to a 
hop split, a kick, and a one- legged standing split; that 
was followed by a reverse handstand, a pirouette, and 
a dismount with a reverse landing. 

Talia Scalise recorded a 5.60. Brittany Taylor came 
in at 6.45 and would have scored, save for a fall on 
her landing. Katie Nelson finished fifth with a score of 
7.55. 

Nelson’s routine was strong with a springboard 
mount onto her back. She executed a jumping split 
and fell. Two leaps in a row led to a back somersault 
and a one-legged standing split. Her dismount was a 
forward flip. 

Babbin, dancing to a tune by Yanni, nailed every 
beat with a move and recorded a 9.1 for first place on 
the floor. Katie Malloy tied for third at 8.10. She start¬ 
ed out to a little xylophone riff and some flute music, 
and then moved to some ragtime. She did some danc¬ 
ing, airborne flips, an airborne split, and three big 
somersaults (among other moves). 

Katie’s sister, Alicia Malloy, just finished out of the 
running with an 8.00. 

Agawam went to 9-0 for the 2001 season. They are 
the only unbeaten gymnastics team in Western Mass.

the middle, sent a through-ball to freshman forward 
Tiffany Manzi, who was streaking up the middle. 
Manzi gives the locals another physical presence up 
front with Janik; she had enough open space to ram¬ 
ble in on the Holyoke goal and launched from 20 
yards out. Bingo. The ball hit the back of the twine 
(right) and Manzi had her fifth goal of the campaign. 

Ahead 3-2, the Brownies continued to press the 
advantage up until the last minute, when Holyoke 
began a rush that resulted in a corner kick. This one 
was a true adventure because the ball scooted 
through a maze of players and right onto the foot of a 
Holyoke attacker. She hammered the ball into the 
wide open net and it was 3-3.

That was it. While the Brownies dominated in 
defeating Central for the second time (a fine, 3-1 win 
at their place), they were just going through the 
motions. 

Still, a win is a win. The Brownies have now scored 
31 goals as a team at presstime, surpassing the 
team’s combined output for the 1999 and 2000 sea¬ 
sons. Gloster and junior Vicky Taylor shared the 
shutout.

Defense" dominating most of this period. On the 
Panthers' fourth possession with the bail, the first play 
from scrimmage for the Panthers resulted in a 20-yard 
sack of the Panther runner by Paul Vecchiarelli and 
Justin Kahn. On the very next play, a sack by Matt 
Munson of 15 yards put the Panthers deep in their 
own zone with third and very long. On the next play, a 
host of players on the “Crush Defense" stuffed the 
third down play, forcing the Panthers to punt the ball.
